Host can anybody 
trace a letter prepared In such a way 
and dropped in the malt box by stealth 
and la the dark of uightj? True, ad¬ 
mits th# letter writer to himself—or 
herself, for wonieu are numerous 
among this element, such letters have 
been traced and their authors caught. 
But. reasons the Intending writer, they 
did not lake the necessary precautions 
lo hide their tracks It looks like s 
cinch It looks safe But— It Isn’t. 

Any crime or misdemeanor that will 
place In the hands of a trailed de¬ 
tective a piece of writing, pen or type¬ 
writer. or a piece of printing, or. In 
fact, any physical trace of a person s 
expression. Is ths least saf* sort of 
wrong-doing In the world No sort of 
w rong doing Is safe, of courae. but the 
kind that leaves a trace of a person’s 
Identity In the hands of the men who 
get on the track Is the kind moat cer¬ 
tain to he run down eventually.

On the contrary It Is usually very
